National Duty aud National Privileges. 

It would indood appear to be difficult 
altogether to avoid the conclusion that 
the nutiou to which it is our ju*t pride 
to beloug has fallen grevioualy, wickedly 
below her groat duty and her grout pri- 
vilege in iho ma tar of colonization. 
The greatest possible good to the great- 
est possible muuber is the true motto ot 
govorumont— Iho highest object ot all 
human government. But what shall be 
B aid Of a government which bus permit- 
ted the growth of an abnormal condi- 
tion— almost reversing the motto 1 Na 
tional Pauperism lias been permitted to 
usurp tlie place of National Oolonizition 
in the English mind. Tiio money ami 
theth'Ught, the organization »nd the 
earnest tffort wbiou should ami would 
have made h.ulihy, happy and prosper- 
ous communities in the Colonics out ol 
homo burpiu-agi! have only hervod to 
regulate a huf>e mass of homo misery. 
Millions of British bobieets who, under 
proper management would have made 
the waste place* in the neg ected colo- 
nies glud, and caused the deport to re- 
joice and blossom like th« rose, have 
been permitted to accumulate under the 
very simdow of the thtono uuul they 
huve become a festering heap -a luiye 
bli-ter upon the otherwise fan faoe of a 
great uation. Thousands and teus ol 
thousands are thus dragging oat an exis 
tenco of wretchedness and crime wbo 
ought to mako happy and pro-poroua 
Colonial communities. Ii<>w terribly ha- 
tha nation Binucd in this matter. And 
how terrible bus been Us punishment. 
There are not wanting »'tfu« ot awak- 
ing to du'y. The dry bonot have 
b'-en moving for rome time. But, ohl 
how far, ho-v very far is tbe national 
mind from fully realizing its duty' and 
its piitilege in ibis renpeot. Tbe -true 
cuie ior pauperism is now dimly Been 
iu colonization; but the question os to 
where the mmey is to come Ironi to 
carry out a large colonization scheme 
but too plainly indicate Ibttt the nation 
ia only Halt aroused. In writing upon 
thir subject to an Australian ojrroa- 
pondent, Mr Oarlyle says : 

•The subject used 10 be of earnest— almost 
of pdiulul iuieteat to me iu old years, li 
■armed to m*. then thai no nutioo evor had 
bucQ glorious opportunities of ohaogiog lis

Where 
is Hie bfteon or twenty millions sterling 
little botUr than tbio«n away every 
year in a futile uUemta to regulate a J 
disease lor which half yie sum would, 
purchase a cure? English capital is' 
goiug a bogging over the oarth for three 
or lour per cent , and yet the question 
is asked 'Where is the money to come 
ir-jui ? Leaving high and sacred rimy 
out of view lor the moment, and look- 
ing at the matter in its lowest usp.c, 
has the British nation anything liko a 
true real zing conviction ot the value o| 
her redundant population? Not the 
least iu the world; or wo should beat 
nothing more about the waut of money 
Acd-rding to the cBiimato inudo by tbe 
Australian Emigration CommisHioners, 
u youth at the agu ol 15 years is worth 
SloUU.
